According to the publishers, books, in 
spite of the competition they are getting 
from the movies, radio and newspapers 
and mag azines of every kind and char­ 
acter, are more in demand than ever be­ 
fore. 
One speaker at the 
publishers’ 
meeting even went so far as to claim 
that the cultural influence of books in the 
United States had 
outstripped that 
of 
either the 
universities 
or the church. 
Here w’ould be a lively topic for a g en­ 
eral debate. 
The fact, of course, is that the enor­ 
mous grow'th of the colleges and univer­ 
sities has probably been the chief factor 
in stimulating the increased demand for 
books. 
Publishers should be careful how' 
they speak so disrespectfully of the col­ 
leges, for nowdiere else on the face of 
the earth are books and authors held in 
such respect as on the colleg e campuses. 
Of course a large part of the books 
that are being published are trash, but 
that has alw'ays been true. 
Lock up any 
library for ten years and see how’ many 
of the books are still readable, even those 
w'hich had the g reatest vog ue at the time 
they W’ere issued. 
Not one in ten wdll 
stand the test. 
The most interesting suggestion made 
at the publishers’ meeting w'as made by a 
librarian who w’anted to know’ w’hy novels 
should cost so much or wdiy there should 
be a standard price for 
novels 
w'hen 
there are no standard 
novels. 
“ Some 
novels are good and some are not,” he 
said. 
“ Why publish the cheap ones at 
all? 
Or, if you are g oing to publish 
them, W’hy not at a lower rate?”

American farm just as the factories of the 
cities have been electrified. 
That co-operative committees on w’hich 
farmers, agricultural colleg es and pow’er 
companies are represented already have 
been created in more than tw’enty states 
to carry on ex periments in the application 
of electricity to agriculture. 
That already more than one hundred 
practical w’ays to use electricity on the 
farm have been developed. 
That all of these provide convenience 
and relief from drudgery and many of 
them cut labor costs and increase output. 
That w’hile the cost of delivering en­ 
ergy in small quantities to scattered farm­ 
ers is prohibitive, these ex perimental in­ 
vestigations bid fair to justify the farmer 
in becoming a much larger consumer of 
electric energy. 
That if this proves true the electric 
light and pow’er companies may be able 
to deliver energy in larger quantities at a 
rate satisfactory to the farmer. 
That the results to date are so encourg- 
ag ing that many progressive companies 
are e>tablishing rural lines departments. 
That the men in these departments are 
specialists in their line and capable of 
show’ing the farmer how’ liberal use of 
electric energy not only w’ill prove a bles­ 
sing to his entire family but will reduce 
his labor costs and add materially to his 
revenue.
